Ann and Walter Boras have achieved notable success 
in farming, homemaking and citizenship in a relatively short time. They 
have demonstrated that the use of approved practices and sound manage- 
ment bring success and dignity to rural living. 


Walter Boras and his wife were born in Yugoslavia and immigrated 
to Canada as children with their parents. They had many difficulties to 
overcome in their new country, including learning a new language, new 
customs and a different way of life, 


Mr. Boras began his farming career in 1946 after his discharge from 
the Royal Canadian Air Force. He and a brother farmed the home quar- 
ter for about two years at which time Walter bought his brother's share. 
The farm has grown to more than 200 acres of irrigated and cultivated 
land and 1,600 acres of range land, 1,000 acres of which are leased. The 
farm is successfully organized as an integration of irrigation production 
with a range cow-calf and feedlot operation. 

The main enterprise is beef production from a commercial herd of 
140 cows. Forty acres of sugar beets are produced in a grain-legume 
rotation, and 110 acres are used for forage production, principally alfalfa. 
Approved cultural methods and pest control practices are used.

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‘67 Game Regulations 
Changed To Improve 
Enjoyment Of Hunters 


EVERAL CHANGES HAVE been made in 
S Alberta's 1967 Game Hunting Regulations, 


dest 
| the enjoyment of sportsmen. 


The changes are as follows: 

|. A priority antelope application system will 
be initiated for antelope licence applicants. 
The government believes the new system 
will result in an equal distribution of licences 
among the hunting public of Alberta, and 
reduce administrative problems. 

All unsuccessful applicants for a 1967 
licence will have sent to them, along with 
their notice, a personalized color-coded ap- 
plication form for the 1968 season. The 
submission of this colored form in 1968 will 
guarantee the applicant a priority position 
for the 1968 selection. Successful hunters 
in 1967 may apply again in 1968, but on 
the normal form. 

As in previous years, a random selection of 
a limited number of antelope licences will 
be made from applications received from 
Alberta residents. Due to the condition of 
various herds, a male only season will be 
held. The actual number of licences to be 
drawn depends on the results of recently- 
ompleted aerial checks of the animals in 
the antelope range area. It is expected that 
the number of licences issued will be re- 
duced from last year. 

A limited Sage Grouse season will be in- 
stituted for the first time, on an experimental 
basis. For some years the province has had 
a harvestable surplus of these birds. The 
»btaining of licences will be similar to that 
for antelope. 

A special Non-Resident Big Game Licence 
will be sold. This new licence will allow 
non-Albertans the opportunity ‘to harvest 
moose and black bear in the northern re- 
gions of the province at a reduced fee of 
$25. The new licence should result in an 
increased harvest of animals from the north, 
which is required, and add a large number 
of dollars to the provincial economy, especi- 
ally in northern communities. 

Several other non-resident licence fees will 
be adjusted to bring them more in line with 
recent resident licence fee increases.

The long bow rating for archery hunting 
will be reduced from 45 pounds to 40 
pounds pressure in response to the higher 
calibre of bows being manufactured.

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Survey Of South Saskatchewan Starts 
Provincial Water Resources Program 


SURVEY OF THE resources of the South 

Saskatchewan River basin has begun in 

what is described as the first major step toward 

the implementation of a province-wide water 

resources program. The survey is being conducted 

by the Water Resources Division of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture. 








Ten students of landscape architecture from uni- 
versities in the U.S.A. have been engaged this 
summer in detailed surveys and analyses of Al- 
berta’s Provincial Parks.

The survey is the first of a series that will 
result in a complete inventory of the province's 
water resources and will allow the development 
of each basin and watershed to its optimum. The 
inter-development of all river basins after an 
over-all study will assure a systematic and ef- 
ficient application of Alberta’s water resources 
to irrigation, wildlife, industry and recreation 

Such an overall scheme could then be made 
to blend with any future national program on 
water conservation. 

The survey was begun in the southern portion 
of the province since that area has the greatest 
proportionate need of water. In this, the survey 
follows the earlier report and recommendations 
of the Irrigation Policy Committee. 

There are three separate aspects to the survey. 
The first is the physical inventory of the basin 
— both water and land. This survey is being 
conducted by a committee under W. Solodzuk, 
chief engineer for the Water Resources Branch. 

A committee under the chairmanship of Dr. 
G. R, Purnell, director of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment’s Agricultural Economics Division, is con- 
ducting a socio-economic probe to determine the 
relative relationship of benefits and costs of the 
plan. 

The third aspect is to consider the mechanics 
involved in the management of watershed devel- 
opment. This last is the responsibility of a 
committee set up under Cy McAndrews, director 
of the Program Development Division. 

The work of these committees is co-ordinated 
by R. E. Bailey, Director of the Water Resources 
Division. The Federal Government is participat- 
ing in the economic survey. The survey of the 
South Saskatchewan is expected to be complete 
by 1971. e 


More Alberta Forest Fires Fought This Year 
But Acreage Destroyed Was Greater In 1966 


OREST FIRE DESTRUCTION in Alberta 

during 1966 was the second highest of the 
decade, with 370 fires burning over 69,974 acres, 
the Alberta Forest Service reports. Suppression 
costs were $1,586,852. In 1961, when an all- 
time high number of 811 fires were recorded, 
193,545 acres were burned and suppression costs 
reached $2,365,862. 

About 600 fires have been battled this year 
to the end of August, far more than in 1966, 
but with prompt action and success in control- 
ling small fires before they could spread, total 
acreage destroyed so far this year has been only 
about 16,000 acres. 

The worst year for destruction was 1956, 
when 694,480 acres were ravaged in 258 fires. 
The best recent year was 1962, when 278 fires 
burned only 4,506 acres. 


Last year two major fires accounted for al- 
most two-thirds of the total acreage burned. 
Both were in the Footner Lake Forest in the 
northwest of the province, both were started by 
lightning in mid-June, and they burned for more 
than a week before being controlled. One south 
of Bistcho Lake covered 24,105 acres; the other 
south of Fort Vermilion and west of the Wabasca 
River covered 18,048 acres. 


Of the 11 Alberta Forests, Footner Lake had 
the heaviest loss, with 67 fires accounting for 
52,857 acres. The others were: Athabasca, 11 
fires, 6,230 acres; Lac la Biche, 35 fires, 4,538 
acres; Peace River, 45 fires, 3,538 acres; Slave 
Lake, 90 fires, 1,524 acres; Whitecourt, 37 fires, 
1,004 acres; Grande Prairie, 14 fires, 182 acres; 
Bow River, 14 fires, 32 acres; Clearwater-Rocky 


Mountain House, 35 fires, 29 acres; Edson, 18 
fires, 13 acres; Crowsnest, 5 fires, one acre. 

Of the total 69,974 acres burned, 3,138 
acres were on private land, 30,838 acres were 
non-productive land. The remaining 35,998 acres 
were productive and potentially productive forest 
land. 

Lightning continues to be the leading cause 
of fires, according to the 1966 reports. Light- 
ning caused 107 fires, 29 percent of the total 
number and 84 percent of the total destruction. 
Causes associated with various industries ac- 
counted for 26 percent of the fires but only 3 
percent of the loss. Recreation and settlement 
caused 32 percent of the fires and 9 percent of 
the loss. There were 35 incendiary fires, 9 per- 
cent of the total and 3 percent of the loss. 

May and June are the months of greatest 
fire hazard, and last year almost 98 percent of 
the year’s fire losses occurred in those months. 
At the start of the season, carelessness in burn- 
ing brush accounts for most outbreaks, and in 
June lightning is listed as the main cause. @

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Alberta Resources Railway Built Into Wester 


exes on these pages tell the story of 
a major construction project in western Al- 
berta, the building of a railway from the foothills 
West of Hinton, 235 miles north to Grande 
Prairie. 

The Alberta Resources Railway, being built 
by Canadian National for the Alberta Government 
under a lease-purchase agreement, will open up 
a vast area rich in timber, pulpwood, gypsum and 
billions of tons of high-quality coking coal. 
Location surveys began in March, 1965, and 
construction started in December the same year. 
The A.R.R. joins the C.N.R. mainline at Mile 
199, two miles east of the old town of Brule. 
The new railway, when it reaches Grande 
Prairie, will connect with the Northern Alberta 
Railway. 




































The line is considered one of the toughest 
to build since the transcontinental railway was 
pushed through the Rockies. 

Transportation of supplies is difficult. Sur- 
vey parties have had to rough it like pioneers. 
New surveying tools such as tellurometers, godi- 
meters and survey helicopters are being used. 
The railway climbs rapidly from an elevation 
of 3,240 feet to its summit — 4,970 feet — near 
Shand Creek, 60 miles from the beginning of the 
line. 

Over the next 50 miles it drops rapidly to 
3,000 feet and the McIntyre Mines on the Smoky 
River. 

The line crosses the Smoky to reach the mine. 
It then follows the river for 70 miles until it
